denied that the board's "pegging" op- 
erations were rcncting unfavorably 
upon the consumption of American 
cotton abroad, in a speech before the 
annual meeting of the American Cot- 
ton Manufacturers association here 
Friday. 


His analysis of the cotton market, 


which he termed as n reply to the 
"sometimes vicious propaganda on the 
part of certain special cotton trade 
interests," was in part as follows: 


"There will be a considerable in- 


crease in carry-over of American cot- 
ton next August, whereas the carry- 
over of foreign cototn, especially In- 
dian, is likely to be reduced somewhat 
as a natural result of well-maintained 
mill activity in the Orient. There will 
also be some reduction of production 
in foreign countries as o direct result 
ot" the low prevailing prices. In fact, 
it is entirely possible that the total 
supply of American cotton for the 
1931-32 season will be a much larger 
proportion of the world supply than 
was the case this year and last. 


"This probability is Important be- 


cause of the fact that in past years 
the use of American cotton abroad, 
relative to all cotton consumed abroad, 
has followed very closely the supply 
of American cotton relative to the 
supply of all cotton in the world. 


"There seems to be a rather clear- 


cut cycle here. We have seen two 
tops and bottoms since the war. In 
thc 192-22 season the American sup- 
ply was 63.5 per cent of the world 
supply, and the consumption of Amer- 
ican cotton abroad was 48.4 per cent 
of the total consumption abroad. In 
thc season of 1923-24 American col- 
ton formed only 52.7 per cent of the 
total supply and only 38.6 per cent of 
the total foreign consumption. Fol- 
lowing the tremendous crop of Amer- 
ican cotton in 1926, the American sup- 
ply rose to 63.7 per cent, and ;con- 
sumption of American cotton abroad 
rose to 48.6 per cent of the total 
foreign consumption. Both these per- 
centages have been steadily declining 
since that time until in the 1929-30 
season the American supply was only 
53.5 per cent of thc total supply, and 
American cotton consumed abroad 
formed only 38.8 per cent of the total 
consumption. Thc Federal Farm Board 
was not created until July 1929. 


"Th<*re is every indication that thc 


end of the lowest point of the present 
cycle of consumption and supply has 
about been reached. As relative sup- 
ply increases, the price differentials 
between American and foreign-grown 
cottons are certain to increasingly 
favor thc consumption of American

Arkansas' glorious osociation with 


historic 
American names, and the 


romance of this state's discovery and 
founding, was told to the Rotary club 
Friday at Hotel Barlow by E. E. Aust- 
in, county superintendent of schools. 


Superintendent Austin was intro- 


duced on a program sponsored by 
Bob Huguenin of the program com- 
mittee. Terrell Cornelius and E. F. 
McFaddin made brief speeches urg- 
ing attendance of local Rotarians at 
the district conference of state Rotary 
May 12-13 at Hot Springs. Guests at 
F'riday's Luncheon were Lloyd Spenc- 
er and Mr. Austin, both of Hope. 


"It was his dream of the discovery 


of gold and the fabled fountain of 
youth, that brought DeSoto into Ar- 
kansas nearly four centuries ago," 
said Mr. Austin. 


Story of Arkansas 


"The famous Spanish explorer cross- 


ed the Mississippi in 1541, and in thc 
same year pressed on to the St. Fran- 
cis, 
Arkansas and Ouachita rivers. 


He is known to have discovered Hot 
Springs, whose healing waters were 
familiar to the Indian tribes. 


"DeSoto fell ill, and was. restored to 


health by those waters. He stopped 
for a while at what was later to be 
Arkansas Post, was stricken ill a 
second time, died, and was buried in 
thc Mississippi river in the dead of 
night by his frightened band of Span- 
ish soldiers. 


"One hundred and thirty years lat- 


er Marquette came to Arkansas, fol- 
lowed by LaSalle and other noted 
explorers." 


The succeeding high-lights of Ar- 


kansas history were noted by Mr. 
Austin as follows: 


1686—Arkansas Post established as 


a French settlement, 
but 
France 


shortly afterward deeded the Louisi- 
ana Purchase Territory to Spain. 


1800—Spain deeded the "Territory 


back to France. 


1803—Napoleon Bonaparte sold the 


Louisiana Purchase Territory to the 
United States. 


1813—Arkansas had but one county. 


The state was then a part of the ter- 
ritory of Missouri, and was repre- 
sented at St. Louis by Colonel Alex- 
ander Walker. It took Colonel Walker 
GO days to travel from Arkansas Post 
to St. Louis.

1819—Arkansas became a state. Thc

As long as we can soothe our conscience by an "explana- 


tion" of that kind we shall continue to have crime waves. 
Indeed, one of the big reasons for bad crime conditions in 
American cities is the fact that all of us are content to find 
some obvious scapegoat like the moving picture. 


We blame the movie and the tablojd and conveniently 


forget about the bad housing conditions that provide crime 
with its best spawning ground. 


We blame the movie and the tabloid and overlook the 


fact that half a dozen good playgrounds, properly placed and 
rightly directed, would do more to keep city children from 
going astray than all the "uplift"' in the world. 


We blame the movie and the tabloid and shut our eyes 


to the fact that every one of us who buys a pint of gin helps 
to pay for the upkeep of the army of professional gunmen. 


We overlook the social and economic conditions that pro- 


duce big city gangs—because fixing those conditions so that 
they would no longer produce gangs would be altogether too 
much trouble. Being lazy, we prefer to put up with the gangs. 
Why not blame them on the movies and the newspapers? It's 
so much easier. 


It's just about time tJiat we gave up these cheap excuses. 


The roots of organjztd crime today go right to the founda- 
tion of American society. Cheap moviesi have no more to do 
with it than the price of bustles in Afghanistan.
